“Yankee from Olympues Justice Holmes and His Family" 
by Catherine Drinker Bowen, 1944, is one of the biographies; “Yankee Stargazer" by 
Robert Slton Berry, 1941 and "Sextant end Sails” by the same author, 1945, are the 
others, both the life story of Nathaniel Bowditch, the notod wathematician and astro- 
nemers Justice Holmes married Fanny Bowditch Dixwoll, a sister of Mre Owen's mother, 
Esther Sargent Dixwell. Nathaniol Bowditch. the Yankee stargazer, was his great~ 
grandfather, whose daughter, Mary Ingersoll Bowditch, married Epse Sargent Diawoll.

Laura Caroline Chase was born January 14, i921 in Detroit, attended the Pierce school 
and graduated from Pershing High. She was a member of the Order of the Rainbow for 
‘.Girls, Noe 1, and became the Worthy Adviser in her 19th year. She is a Mayflower 
descendant of John Howland and is alse a descendant of Henry Wolcott through her 
father. On her mother's side she descends from John Beaumont (Bement) who settled in 
Salem in 1635. Clyde Wearstler, son of Roscoe Wearstler who diod June 28, 1942, was 
born in Alliance, Ohio, October 22, 1911. His mother's maiden namo was Hollibaugh, 
and they are of Pennsylvania-Holland descent.

DESCENDANTS OF ELIZABETH, DAUGHTER OF MELCHIOR BROMB.Cii 
of Spottsylvania County, Virginia. 
Compiled by William Clarence Hudson of Royal Oak, Michigan. 
Continued from May-June. 


8. Stephen Hotsenbeler (Hotzenpeller), Jr. was left the largest legacy (sixty 
pounds in addition to his equal distributive share) in his father's Will. From 
certain items in the accounts of tho estate it appears he stayed at home longer than 
his brothers and remained there for a timo at leust aftor his father's death. His 
wife's namo was Catherine. In 1792 he wos grantod Lot No. 13 in the Manor of Leeds 
by Reve Denny Martin Fairfax for “the naturel livos of said Stophon, Catherine his 
wife, and Betsy Shipe, daughtor of Christophor Shipo.” (Frodorick Coe Deeds, Pk.24é, 

+ 134). According to customary practico of that period, such a conveyance would 
indicate that Stephon's daughtor had married Christopher Shipo, and that Botsy Shipo 
was Stephen's grand-daughter. Stophen Hotzenpeller, Jre probably dicd carly in tho 
year 1813 and tho property in his estato was appraisod May 3, 1813 (Frodorick Co., 
Va. Wills, Bk. 9, pe 230). He apparently lived in the southeastern part of Frederknk 
County, in what is now Warren County, Vaes his only known child:

9. Anne Maria Hotsenbolor married William Stroup (Strop, Stroop). This William 
was probably the son of tho William Stroup montioned by Kerchoval as one of tho first 
settlers south of the Potomac noar Shophordstown. (Kercheval, Valley of Virginia,F.50) 
The youngor William Stroup is doubtloss tho ono listed among tho tax-payors of 
Froderick County, Virginia, 1782-1785, as having two “polls” and one slave. I havo 
found no records of this family subsequent to the closing of the Stephen Hotsenbeler 
Ostate.e 


10. Sarah Hotsenbeler married Hopliel Coffman. Coffman was a common namo in 
that portion of Frederick County, Virginia, which is now the northern part of Shen- 
eandoah County. However, I have found no record of Sarah Coffman or her husband 
excapt the entries in the record of hor father's estate. 


(11). Susannah Hotsenboler married Jacob Sigler, who no doubt was a member of 
tho family of that name, and of German descent, who settlod in what is now Shenan- 
doah County, Virginia, about tho middle of tho 18th century. Nothing further is 
definitely known of Susannah Sigler’s fomily. The name of Jacob Sigler appoars on 
the list of unclaimed lotters in the post office at Woodstock, Virginia, as of 
June 10, 1821, which may indicate that the family had left that region prior to tht 
time. Names of both Stroups and Siglors appear prior to 1821 in the early records 
of Gallia County, Ohio, among those of Switzers and other carly omigrants of Gorman 
descent from Fred@rick and adjacent Virginia counties. Further research may woll 
prove that these Gallia County Stroups and Siglers were cousins of the §witzers, 
and were children of Anne Maria Stroup and Susannah Sigler.

1l. Philip Switzer, son and eldest child of Vallentin and Mary (Hotsenbeler) 
Switzer, was born May 15, 1757, in Frederick County, Virginia. In February, 1778, 
he was drafted from Hampshire County, for the American Army, for one yoar's 
servico.e Ho repairod to Winchester, Virginia, marchod from there to Valley Forge 
and was assigned to tho soventh Virginia rogiment of the continental lino, serving 
first under Colonel Hite and later undor Colone] Bowman. He took part in the battle 
of Monmouth, the pursuit of the British across Now Jersey and the movements around 
White Plains. He was in winter encompmont in New Jerscy in 1778-1779 and was honor- 
ably discharged by Colonel Bowman at the end of his year's sorvice. Ho also served 
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*hree months in 1.779 in guarding prisoners from Rurgoyne's aruy in Virginia, and 
anovher three mouths in 1780. (Fension Neclaration, Ue S. Archivese) He merried 
ilency Bridger (or Bridgman}, who was born Decerber 20, 1767. deuzhter of Jobn 
bridzer. Trey moved to Greenuricr Gounty, Virginin, {nor West VYirzinie) prior to 
17°C, then to Eotetourt Sounty, thon hack te Groernricr County where thay Lived 
sevon yoors, thon te Hancwie, Couaty where shoy Lived three yenrs., and then to Callia 
Count’, Chio in 1802. They spent the remairdor of thoir livos on 2 farm in Addison 
Tovns:ip of thet countye He diod guly 3, 18353 his wifo dicd fupust 11, 1929.

12. Johu Switzer, second son of Vallentin and Mary (Hotsonboler) Switzor, 
wos born -in Hurnshire County, Virginia in 1759. He was married in Winchoster, Va, 
January 10, 1/85 to Rebecca Fryc who was born in 1766 and was probably the daughter 
of Henry Frys, on oarly settler near Capon Springs, Hampshire Coe, Va-, and his 
wife Fanry, said to be a Chorokoe Indian girle (History of Speid Family.) Sometime 
prio: to 1760 Cohn Switzer and his wife went to Bath {now Pocnhontas} County, Va6 
where they lived untii about 1806, after which they sold their ferz ia Virginia and 
jJo.ved tis pisnescr rigravion down the Kanowha River to tne new stase of thive They 
seviled oo a faim purchased from John's brother Philip, east of Chickumauga Creek 
in Soce 51 of Addison Township, Gallia County in 1807.

16. Abraham Switzer, son of Vallentin and Mary (Hotsenbeler) Switzer, was 
born in Hampshire Co., Vay, April 4, 1767. When a young man he went to Kentucky 
and on Jane 12, 1797 marricd Elizabeth Grant cf Franklin County in that state, who 
was born Sept. 30, 1777. During or prior to 1819 they moved to Montgomery County, 
Indiana ond settied near Crawtordsviile.

Oct. 24, 17%, at Winchestor, Va., 
ho marricd Mary Anr Hoover, daughtor of Jacob Hoover of Hampshire County. In 1807 
they moved to Pike (thon a pnrt of Ross) County, Ohio, whore thoy lived until 1834.

18. Nicholas Switzer, son of Vallentin and Mary (Hotsonbeler) Switzor, diod 
8eP. August 10, 1839. Ho was born in 1772 and was an incompotont. His father pro- 
vided a trus: fund for his maintenance, and left it in chargo of his friond Fred- 
erick Secrest of the Hobron Church Community, Hampshire Co., Vae In 1819 Secrest 
turned tho fund over to Nicholas brother dbrahem of Montgowory County, Indiana. 
Nicholas eventually wont to Ohic and lived with his brothor Philip until the lat- 
ter's donth in 1835, and afterward with hic brother John, who then bocame ais 
guardiane

31. Ruben (Reuben) Bumgardner was the only son of agnes and Rudolph Bumgardnor 
mentioned by name in the lettor's Will. He was left the homo farm subject to a life 
estaic in tho somo to his mother. This, according to the then vrevailing custom, 
would indicate that ho remained with hig paronts until nis fathnor's doath in 1805. 
Hie Wits wae & Gourhver of Puul MeTvor (McKeovor). Ir i826 he conveyed the farm in 
Hamperniré County, Vase loft him by his father to Samuo) Buagnerdinor, whe wes probably 
a trother or neThew (Hampsnire Coe Deods, Bky 24, i. 467)» &b that tuso bo was a 





resident of Pike County, Ohio. I have found no record of him or his family later 
than tho Will of Paul McIvor in 1828. 


32. Rebecca Bumgardner was the only daughter mentioned by name in Rudolph 
Bumgardner's Will. She was also the only grandchild left a legacy by Stephen Hot- 
senbeler. The reason for this preference is not shown. She ssems to have remained 
single at least until 1807 when she rocoived a trust deed from her brother Reuben. 
(Hampshire Co. Deeds, Bke 16, pe 113). 


33. Sarah Bumgardnor was born Dece 6, 1766. Though I find no record specific- 
ally stating that she was tho daughtor of Rudolph and Agnes Bumgardner, the avail- 
able evidence leads inovitably to such conclusion. Rudolph was the only Bumgardner 
of his generation having a household in Hampshire County, Vae and he had a family 
of ten in 1782. Sarah's husband, Jacob Hawk, in his boyhood (1777) was living in 
Hampshire County in the same neighborhood, in tho Cacapon (Capon) Valley, as we 
learn from his affidavit in support of tho pensicn application of Isaac Hawk (U. S. 
Archives). He was born Octe 5, 1764 and wns probably the son of John Hawk (Johannes 
Haack) whose farm was onthe border of Hampshire and Hardy Countiese Thoy were 
married about 1786, probably at the Hebron Church on the Capon. Tho rocords of 
that church show the christoning of their oldest child, Johannes Haack, Nov. 21, 
1788 (when he was ono year old) and that the eldor Johannes Haack and his wife 
Christina wore tho sponsors. 

A few years later Jacob and Sarah joined the tide of migration across the 
Alleghenies into the Greenbrier Valley and in 1793 Jacob purchased 165 acres on 
Little Sinking Creek which he sold in 1796. Whero they lived the noxt few years is 
not known. In 1804 he bought a farm on the "Little Levels of Falling Springs” in 
Bath (now Pocahontas) County where they lived until 1815 (Bath County Records). 
Their two colder sons had already gone to Ohio and in 1816 Jacob Hawk purchased 
land and built a new home about two miles wost of McArthur, in Athons (now Vinton) 
County, Ohio, (History of Hocking Valley, Ohio, pe 1246) in a community whero the 
rural school is still known as the Hawk school - named after this pioneer family. 
Hero he operated, with the assistance of his younger sons, a large farm, including 
a “maple sugar camp", one of the earliest in that country. He died March 3, 1849. 
Sarah (Bumgardner) Hawk gave birth to fiftcen children all of whom grew to maturity 
and themselves had children. Sho diod July 22, 1853 at the ripe ago of 87 at the 
home of her youngost son, David, who looked after his parents in their old age and 
inherited the home farm. Their childrens

GARRARD (JARED) SPENCER 
Compiled by Gracie Brainerd Krum of Detroit, Michigan. 


Noter In the issue of May-June, 1944, we published "an historical reconstruction", 
a story called "By the Long River of Pines", based upon certain known facts in the 
life of Garrard Spencer. In this article Miss Krum states the recorded facts in the 
life of her ancestor upon which she based the story. Editor. 


Garrard Spencer, baptised April 26, 1614 in St. Mary's Parish, Stetiold, Bedford- 
shire, England, was the youngest of seven sons of Garrard Spencer of that place, 

who was a considerable landownor and called “gontleman”. 

Garrard and his older brothers, William, Thomas and Michael, as woll as other noar 
relatives, came to New England, 1632-4. Tho four brothers scttlod first at Newtown 
(Cambridge) in tho Massachsetts Bay Colony. Documentary ovidonce first shows their 
presonce theret William in 1632; Thomas, 16333; Garrard, 1634; Michaol, 1635. In “tho 
prim> of Scptcmber, 1634," Garrard had four acros of land granted to him on the wost 
side of tho rivere © ; 

He bocnme a freeman, March 9, 1636/7 but whether of Combridgo or of Lynn is not evi- 
dont. Wiliinm and Thomas romoved in’ or before 1639 to Hartford, Connocticut; Mich- 
ae} and Garrard became residonts of Lynn, Masgachueotts, the latter before 1437- In 
1628 ench roccivod thirty acros of land in Lynn. 

There Garrard served on tfial jurics in March and Soptember, 1639, June 1652, 1657, 
1658, and on a grand jury, November, 1659. Ho was appointed in Novomber, 1653, as 
administrator of the estate of his brother Michael. In tho following March ho filed 
the inventoryeeseees In June, 1655, being then called “sergeant”, he brought suit for 
a debt dus this estate. 

Yarch 13, 1638/9 Garrard was "granted the fforry at Linn of 2 years taking 2° for a 
single pson to the further place &@ but a 14 a pson to the nearest place". This 
forr; wes doubtless from Needham’s landing in Lynn to Bollard's landing in East 
Saugice 

His “ume appears in connection with various cases of Litigation im Lynn’ court ro- 
cord3- In June, 1656, he was confirmed as ensign of the military company at Lynn 
and setcined that title throughout his life though his residence at Lynn terminated 
after November, 1659, probably in 1660. 

It is evident that he was a church member or he could not have been a freeman in 
Mossecnusettse He had married Hannah ----- and his wife, his daughter Hannah and 
othere of his children, belonged to the church at Lynne Some of them retained this 
membership during most, if not oll, of their lives, for their various children woro 
baviirsa at Middletown, Connecticut, by virtue of the “Communion of Churches” be- 
cause their parents were members of the "Ch of Xt" at Lynn. 

It seems quite certain that Garrard Spencer removed about 1660 to Hartford where 

his brethors, William and Thomas, had long resided. Tho records of that town show 
that cn June 14, 1660 “yo town by their vote gave Garrard Sponcor liberty to dwell 
emong us as an inhabitant with us at Hartford”. Evidonce is found, too, that 

during the years 1650-65 only eight persons wore formally admitted by vote of the 
pedple ef Hartford. 

March 7, 1661 the case of Simon Lobdell vs. Hanneh and Garrard Epencer was opened: 
"She for rofusing to marry with him according to promiso and ho for breach of pro- 
wise’. The suit vas for & 150. Yhother Hannah was oven thon in love with Daniel 
Brainerd whom she married about two years later and the proposod union with Simon was 
a project of her father’s, or whother, as ono writer puts it, she had “changed her 
mind”, there evidently had been a decided chango of plane The Particular Court 
grantod Simon a vordict of b 10 and costs. He carricd his caso to tho General Court 
which, evidently annoyed at his persistence, set the costs at b 5, tho whole b 15 to 
be paid in “wheat and poaso or ‘othor estato equivalent..e.eand this to be a final issuo 
of yt caso”. 
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Purchase of land near Thi:ty Mile Island below Hartford on the Connecticut River 
had been approved by the Genoral Court in 1660 but it was May 20, 1662 before the 
transaction was completed. At that time “four Indian Kings and two Indian Queens 
signed the deed to ovor one hundred thousand acres, roceiving therefor thirty rod 
coats of a possible value of about one hundred iollars.” That summor Garrard 
Bpencer’s son John, Danicol Brainerd and twontyodd other young mon started the Plan- 
tation at Thirty Mile Island that bocamo Haddam. Thoy livod the following winter 

in burrows dug in the river bank. Soon aftor their familics moved from Hartford to 
the now settlement. 

February 27, 1667 Garrard was a commissioner to tront with representatives of Say- 
brook about the boundary betweon the townse The town of Haddam decided, June 13, 
1671, to make a division of lands on the west side of the river in such proportion 
that twonty acres should bo laid out for overy k& 100 valuation of tho proprietors’ 
estatos, these apportiomments to bo selected by tho individuals as their names woro 
drawn by lot. In this way Garrard received the eighth choice. His original home 
lot of four acres lay next to and south of “the parsonage lot forever” and opposite 
the road that ran “westerly over the hill®. He wos colled the patriarch of Haddam 
and its wealthiest man. 

He was proposed for freemanship of Connecticut, June 26, 1672. His namo was preson- 
ted to the General Court by tho people of Haddam.as their choice for ensign of the 
train band on September 14, 1675 and he is said to have sorved in King Philip*’s War. 
He was a represcntativo to the Gonoral Court from Haddom for at least nine sossions 
from 1674 to 1683. May 4, 1679 he sold twenty-five acres of land in the town of 
Salem, Massachusetts. 

His will dated September 17, 1683 does not mention his wife Hannah who evidently 
died before him. The will was probated September 3, 1685, his son William and Dan- 
iel Brainerd being administrators. John Spencer had died before this date. He left 
"a pewter flaggon & a rim bason to ye Church at Hnddam, if there be one within five 
years". More.than twice five years passed before tho church could claim these gifts. 
Tradition has it that they were duly turned ovor by his hoirs when the church was 
organised in 1700, tho first of such gifte to be used in tho administration of the 
ordinancese. In 1900 the “flaggon® wos still proserved, the church's oldest relic 

of the past.

Te Je West was taken critically sick at Ypsilan ast week, suffering from a 


stroke of paralysise He was brought to the home of a son, in Detroit, and died 
there Friday. The funeral occurred Monday. The pall bearers were Je Se Farrar, 

Re He Traver, We Le McSweeney, T. J. Shoemaker, Robert Posner, and Je He Westendorse. 
Interment was at Woodmere. He was 63 years of agee 

Mr. West was an old Mt. Clemens boy. While not born here, he came to Mie Clemens 

at a very early age. Here he grew to manhood. When the war broke out he joined the 
Fifth Michigan Infantry under Cole Farrar, going out as a drummer. He served somo- 
thing more than a year, when serious sickness compelled his withdrawal from the ser- 
vice. For some time it was feared he would die, but finally he recovered his health. 
He married the daughter of the redoubtable old pioneer of Mt. Clomwons, Harlchigh 
Carter, a contemporary of the late Re P. Eldredge, Richard Butler, and others. His 
married life was happy» He leaves a widow and three sons. 

Mr. West was at one time postmaster of Mte Clemens; was there after engaged in many 
business ottterprises. Ho was many. years with C. Re Mably, and was a valuable man in 
the advertising department of the largest rotail store in the state. He did better 
for other men than for himself. At the time of his death he was employed in a 
Racket store in Ypsilanti. He always counted Mt. Clomens as his real home. 

One day 25 years ago Mr. West came to Mt» Clemens and said he wanted to get a few 

ef the “old erowd” together and go down the lake. About a dozen went with him on a 
small steam yacht that was here. That was the beginning of the celebrated "Old 
Crowd", whose annual re-unions have, in a sense, mado Mt. Clemons famouge Mr. West 
never missed one of these gatherings. He enjoyed it more than any other event of 
the year. He will be greatly missed at the 25th re-union, next month. He was sec- 
retary of the Old Fifth Regimental Association from its organization, and no one 
was more interested in it than hee Wherever known he was “Jeff" West. 

Thomas Jefferson West was a most kindly mane He had an inexhaustible flow of spir- 


itse He was a brave and patient soldier, a good husband, father, and citizen. 
God rest his soul.

Note to the Editor: Seeing the Arza Parker record in the March~April magazine 
prompts me to send in some Parker records which I have gathered during my search 

for the names of the parents of David Seward and his wifo Susannah §mith who were 
married in Meredith, Delaware Cove, Ne Ye, whore soven of their cight childron were 
born. They both died in Michigan, after living for a timo in Broome Co., N. Ye FSW 


The childron ef David and Susannah Soward, as givon in tho Biblo of my groat-grand 
mothor Pauline Seward, wife of Thomas Loe, and also as givon in tho rocords of other 
members of the family, weres 
Chandler Lambert, be Oct. 13, 1807 
Pamolia, De Nove 6, 1808 
Sylvanus Smith, be July 1, 1811 
# Paulina, be Fob. 28, 1813 
Aaron, be March 19, 1815 
Versel Farrington, be Jane. 22, 1818 
Charles Nolson, be March 17, 1823 
Orsemus Lilly, be Octe 16, 1827 
Thomas Lee, husband of Paulina, was born Nov. 10, 1808. Where? Who 
were his parents? Obituary says born in Massachusetts. A Thomas Lee was born in 
Salem, Mass., in 18083 Ce. Re 10. 
There is probable relationship with the Lilly family. A man by the 
name of Lilly visited some of Chandler Lambert Seward's children gathering data for 
a family genealogy, but they have lost touch with him and his work. 


Versel Farrington Seward married SARAH ANN PARKER cand they lived at White Pigeon 
Michigan and are buried there. Versel was called JAMES by his wife and some of tho 
family, although his brothers and sisters and their childron callod him Vorscl. I 
have talked with several of his nophews. His grandwdaughtor, Mrs. E. P. Hultin, 
78 Murphy 8t., Pontinc, Michigan, also told mo that he was called Jamos, and ho is 
so recorded in the Bible which bolonged to his wifo and is now in the possession of 
Mrs. Hultin, which record I copiod Septe.8, 1943 at her homo. This roads:

I noticed that Noe 3, Sarah Ann Parker, in Mrs. Tiedgen’s record (Arza Parker Bible’ 
Record, May-June, 1944, Ede) went to DeKalb Coe, Illinois. Chandler Lambert Séward, 
son of David and Susannah Seward, also lived in Illinois, at Plato in Kane Co., 
which is néxt te DeKalb. Chandler Lambert Seward lived first, and owned land, in 
Broome Coe, Ne Yo, and visited his brothers in Michigan from there. He married, 
first, Harriet Lee, a sistor of Thomas Lee who married Paulina Seward. She died 
after he moved to Illinois, and he thon married a much younger woman, Eliza Babcock, 
who wns born at Pen Yan, Ne Ye, Sept. 15, 1847. After Chandler Lambert Scward's 
death, Nove 7, 1882, Blizo married John Cooper of Genon, ILle Shoe dicd Feb. 6,°1907. 
Hor parents were Charles Smith Babcock and his wife Sally Osgood, of DeKalb Co., Ill. 
Charles Smith Babcock was the son of A@biram Babcock and his wife, Susannah Lee of 
Sempronius, Cayuga Coe, Ne Ye Abiram Babcock was the son of Charles Babcock who 
was born in Rhode Island and resided in Stonington, Conn., and his wife Catharine 
Snith of Nobleton, Columbia Coe, Ne Ye I have no data showing relationship, if any, 
of above Susannah LEE to Thomas and Harriet Lee. 

In the family we have an old memorandum written by a daughter of Chandler Lambert 
Seward and his second wife Eliza Babcock, stating that David Seward, father of 
Chandler Lambert, was the son of Aaron Seward who was born Feb. 24, 1732 at Durhan, 
Conne, and that David was born after 1753 at Granville, Mass. She does not give a 
reference as to where she found thise Can any one verify it? It is a matter of 
record that- this Aaron Seward lived at Granville, Masse, and married Elizabeth 
CLARKe I notice that Mrse Tiedgen's PARKER record gives two Parker women marrying 
CLARKSe Families trailed along together in their westward moves. 


The following Parker item, copied from a pension record on file in the DeAsRe li- 
brary in Washington, De Ce, may be of interest to some one.

In 1776 he onlisted and served three or four years, until 1781, as a wagon 
master under Capte Titus Watson, Gene Huntington’s Brigade. He was in the battles 
of Ticonderoga, Crown Point, St. Johns and Fort Montgomery. $he was married to 
Jotham Parker Dec. 30, 1779 at Norfolk, Conn. Hor maiden name was SARAH SEWARD.

Levi Parker (no rolationship stated) of Covontry, Ne Ye, was born 
in Cheshire, New Haven Coe, Confiey March 19; 1767, and lived near Jotham Parker. 
About the commencement of the Reve War said Jotham and his father (no name given) 
moved to Norfolk, Litchfield Coe, Conne, where said Jotham was married to Sarah 
Seward in 1779. This deponent's father (no name stated) was killed in the Rev. War 
at New Haven, July 5, 1779, by a ball shot from the enemy earlier. In the summer 
Jotham was at deponent’s father's house and was at that time a Captain of Teams, or 
Wagon Master. After said death, Jotham Parker, with his wife Sarah, visited depo- 
nent's mother in the winter of 1779, otc. 
July 26, 1852, Emily P. Mervin, wife of Josoph Re Mervin, declares that she is o 
daughter of Jothom and Sarah Parker, etc. 
July 14, 1838, John Thomas of Colebrook, Conne, aged 76, declares he onlisted in 
1776 and served as a private in Capt. Joseph Walker's Coe, Gone Huntington's Brigade. 
July 16, 1838, Davis Orvis of Colebrook, Conne, agod 91 yrs, on Jane 15, 1838, de- 
clares he enlisted in 1776 and served as a private in Capt. Herman Allen's Coe, 
under Gone Huntington, otc. No further date on filo. 


I have no other Parker records and am interestod in Parker data only as a moans to 
traco Seward, Lee, Smith, and possibly, Clark lines. 


an old lettor in the family written in 1902 by Charles Nelson Seward of Lyons, Ohio, 
one of the sons of David and Susannah Seward, states that his “grandfather and his 
oldest son wore in the Rev. War”, but unfortunately dees not give their names. 

The 1790 Census of Washington Coe, Ne Ye gives “Dyer” Sueard as head of a family in 
Argyle township. 

The Vs'Re of Granville, Mass., gives Jedediah, son of Aaron and Elizabeth (Clark) 
Seward, born 1758. The 1830 Census of Broome Coe, Ne Yo, Chenango Twpe, gives a 
Jedediah Seward, between 70 and 80 yrse of ages 

The will of Jedediah Seward of Chenango, Broome Cos, Ne Ye, dated May 8, 1842, was 
admitted to Probate at Binghamton, and the records show that he died May 16, 1842, 
leaving three children and seventeen grandchildren who were children of deceased 
children of Jedediah. A list of Reve War soldiers buried in the county, prepared 
by the local DeAsRe, and on file in the library at Binghamton, gives the name of 
Jedediah Seward. 


"New York in the Revolution”, page 238, Albany Coe, Militin, Land Bounty Rights, 
Seventeenth Regte, gives dnron Seaward and Jodediah Seaward. I believe that Aaron 
and Jedediah are the “grandfather and his oldest son” mentioned in the 1902 lotter 
of Charles Nelson Seward, abovee Can any one help me provo it?
